2. Claims 9-16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. With respect to claim 9, the claim has been found allowable over the prior art 
because the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a process for increasing temporal rate 
at which an image of an object is acquired using measurements within a spatial frequency 
space while maintaining a local resolution and spatial fi-equency resolution of the image, 
the object being imaged by one of MRI or NMR, the process comprising: using the 
detected areas of the spatial fi-equency space to increase the temporal rate at which the 
image of the object is acquired using MRI or NMR while maintaining the local resolution 
and the spatial frequency resolution of the image in combination with remaining 
limitations.
